Gaiteaa's Bones. 

Uluclnnntl TlmeK-Star, 
Tbe work ot preparing the skeleton of 
the assasfein Guiteau will probably bo 
completed, and the object placed on ex- 
hibition in the army Medical Museum bv 
th« lit Of next month. This delay has 
been caused by the fact that but one per- 
son could be trusted to perform the duty, 
as the demand lor ghostly sonvenirs of 
the assassin tempted the other workmen 
to make away With everv portion that 
they could Igy their hands on. One of 
the ears and' numerous muscles of the 
Vjody were placed in oil an<l taken off du- 
ring the first two or three davb that the 
cadaver was exjjosed in the museum, and 
the coffin in which the body was brought 
up from the jail has been completely de- 
molished and carried" off. It turns out 
that Dr. Hicks, the assassin's spiritual ad- 
viser, was present when the grave in the 
jail was opened the night of the 3rd of 
July, and that he assisted to a certain ex- 
tent in the work. The box in which the 
coffin was encased was leplaced in the 
grave, and earth i)iled and pounded down 
upon it to ward off suspicion that its con- 
tents had been tampered witli. The anat- 
omist of the Medical Museum, Dr. £. F. 
Schafhirt, superintended the removal by 
two trusty white laborers, while Warden 
Crocker and his deputy. Captain Huss, 
stood by with lanterns to expedite the 
job. The stories about the remains hav- 
ing been exposed upon the roof of the 
museum, are deniel by the officials in 
charge, and your correspondent was 
to-day shown the receptacle of what 
i em uns of Charles Jules Guiteau. On a 
small platform erected outside of one of 
the second-story back windows of th« 
Museum the bones lie in a promiscuous 
pile, bleaching in th.e sun, and here it was 
stated they have been for the past five 
weeks. They are as white as ivory, and 
not 'a joint is missing, so that when tlie 
process of articulation is tinished the 
skeleton will be one of the most perfect in 
the collection, (ireat care will ue taken, 
however, to prevent cuiiositv- hunters 
from stealing away the smaller oonee, and 
it is probable that a strong glass case will 
intervene between iix^ public and the 
skeleton.

riaoiai yictim. xuia priMuwo ii, 
ew, DO longar mtiioftM to diTiam and 
sorcerers ODly ; on solemn occasions 
eaoh man may act as his o-wn augur on 
behalf of himself and hii family. I 
Nmember onoe when I was returning 
from an excursion into Achaia, near 
Aigion, I was obliged to stop in the 
eTeniog in Iko outskirts of Mourla, at a 
peasant's house where I asked hospitality 
lor th* night. He took me into a room 
where hia wife and hia four ehildren 
were jDeginning their erlbing meal, of 
which he invited me to partake. I tliiuk 
it was a few days after Laeter, and the 
lead aet bafosa ■ «a - waa mutton. Tha 
children had just begun to talk freelv, 
and couTersation was becoming ani- 
matedy when «11 of a stiddeo my host 
»nung something violently on the ground, 
struck Lis forehead, and as I looked at 
his wife, seeking in her eyes an explana- 
tion, idie burst into teara. A young girl 
of twenty was lying on a rug at the end 
of the room, in. the shade; I had not 
<;^b(|er^d her. flue had recently fallen 
ill. fier father, taming Lis eveb toward 
her, picked up the object he had thrown 
down and handed it to me. It was the 
bIade*bone ol the sheep. "You Bee 
nothing, .per)^ai>s«" he said to me; 
' ' nevertheleaa, it is Written there , thaj^ 
my daughter is going to die ; sne will 
not recover." I eadenvofed to dissuade 
him from this idea, but in vain ; all the 
family were plunged .into despair, and 
gave way to the wildeet' ^riex.

During the War of independence the 
same method was employed for foretell- 
ing the issue of the struggle, and the 
funoua Captain Karais.tratria waa guided 
R^the prewge in engaging qTorlDlfcl- 
ring an action. Certain conditions $re ih- 
disj^enBsble to the prediction of the 
future by the bone; tUe sheep muHthave 
Ijeen purchased by the person who eats 
It, and kept alive for three days in his 
house ; otherwise the presage applies to 
the person who b» sold the animal. 
This superstition was especially dheriabed 
by tlie brigands, but it is to be presumed 
that they found some way of eluding its
